Seclologcal heery asd social pathology have been 
to long separated As ong a3 sociology was conceived of as a pilopby 
of hitory, or as an interpretation ofthe evolution of society trom a praia 
toa civiied condlien, social pathology remaloed in socilopica! oar dark- 
ss, Only a few ofthe lentng socloyists have conceived that the malod- 
[stments to be seta in any sockty were to be interpreted in terms of 
Ssourlagial theory By ane of these the melfenctialng of social arange- 
ents was even dismissed with this geealzation: “whe ons of progres” 
‘To other systematic sollogss that ealsdjusineat did act exbt for their 
‘ystems {a the meantime thon specially concered with “social problems,” 
vrith poverty an€ its allied problems, and with crime weat thelr own way, 
either tmnocent of whet soci! theory could do Tor ther subjects of repelled 
from socclogy at analy ia thei atime to recive the riddle presented by 
the results of soriel derangements—repeled by the emtempt ef some 
socilogsts foc “Socal reformers” A few, howere, of the setalogcal s7- 
temataris i Azreic, among Cia Cooley, Rom, aed Thomas, made 6 act 
In thle nyrtera for socal pablegy.

‘Sex as a Prychological Problers. Prychclogy has contributed smach to 
‘this phase of Ie as to many olbes Tz os revesed to ws the consequences of 
‘epraoo, af igoorance, of shame. We now know that so sang i this sexual 
impulse i human life that, if i i erusbed dowa indo wncentcous, it tay 
rmanufeat set in ways which seem to heve ko relationship to ther root. On 
‘the other hand, peychology bas shows ws how serual appetite may, ia some 
{ndivduals, be veblimated by amltipiyeg the pouible omanations of tht 
Dodo and Channeling ther towards other objects For example, the motber

the emotions, eychology dneamates some of the emdions of immorality 
and vice and hele ut to understand the inperaUve axture of the sexual pate 
soo Tt weil pryhology, Romeve, wich gfves wt aa understanding of the 
‘caaquences tothe percaaity of los of stats, of shame, and the dificlteg 
ich the immoral perce mxpenesce in regaining the rmpect of the om 
munity, Te alo Mumanates the greater aiBeuy of the woman In wich 2 
condtuge an compared wich tbat of the maz. 

‘Sex Morale and the Police. At the presat tle vice, expecaly pros 
‘ution, is treated a8 x pecblem of socal order by the police and the courts, 
‘As a mconce tothe satablsbed social order, specally the feadamental socal 
Snsttutioo—the family—it ia repeeased a Ube interest of socal groups. 
Experence, however, has shown that, coesiered merely as police problem, 
1 cannot be solved This negutrvely repressive poicy of society dom not 
reach the roots of the matter end consequently, while not entirely a failure, 
1 ina very Limited succes mt 2 preventive remy forthe wot extere form 
of vice Police deal aay with reslla, so there it wo solution for socety fom 
this polat of view.

‘The Conference also advocated the prohibition of the manulsswre of 
articles of commeres in homes by chien, mged that steet tudes should 
be carefully regulated, and that expleymest outed of schoo! Bours abould 
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be limited to employment which would provide aot move Gun eight hours 
cf work beth fo nebool and at work. Toe use of ilies is theatrical excl. 
Ijons should be regulated by unfarm leguition between the Staten since 
many of thasa chikien are in traveling companies going from State to 
Sate 

Somme of these standards ave taken from the laps of States which have 
mada great progres ix the ragalaton of child labor. Others are suggested 
co the basis of experience with the problem.
